_ As-an Oxford Churchman he waa & ger- 
vile, but conscientious, ritualist, secking 
fer salvation by. rites, and in sacraments, 
and . through good works; as an individual 
thinker, contributing of his own intelligence 
aid reflection to the building up of doctring, 
Ne was, with the whole bent of his bias 
and to the utmost of his logical power, a 
philosopher. - -Law himself, when he was-at 
his best, before he had developed his own 
mystical philosophy, had pronvunced a re- 
murkuble sentence on Wesley, ther his dis- 
ciple, which Wesley uever forgot, and which 
he found ocvasion emphatically to bring to 
Law’s recollection in after years,  “1-see 
where your mistake lies. You would-biave 
@ philosophical religion ; buf there can be 
no such thing. So far as yo add philoso- 
phy. to religion, just’ so far you spoil it.’ 
And when Bohler -was striving .to. bring 
Wesley to “ the simplicity that is in Christ,” 
he used to insist and exclaim ‘*My. brother, 
my brother, that philosophy of time muat 
be purged away” (excoguenda est 'istu. philo- 
sophiatua). ‘This tendency to philosoph- 
ize remained with Wesloy tothe eid.

1ts members 
aro from a populous district west.of Macao, 
bordering on the sea-coast and stretohin, 
inland, ‘Their house is a three-story bric! 
edifice, on Broadway, between Kearny aud 
Dupont. - They reporé twenty-seven’ thou- 
sand. nine hundred artivals, seven thousatid 
eight hundred departures, ard about one 
thousand deaths. Entrauco’and other fees, 
five-dollars and fifty cents. . 

‘The Hop Wo Company was formed in 
1862- by a ‘separation-‘from the Sz Yap. 
They occupy.a rented building on Com- 
mercial street. They report seventeen 
thousand arrivalé, eight thousand two.hun- 
dred departures, and about three hundred 
deaths. Entrance aud other fees of mem- 
bership amount to seven dollars, . The 
membera are from threo districts southwest 
of Canton, and north of the district repre- 
sented by the Ning Yeung Company. 

The Hip Kat, formerly the Yau On Com- 
pany, is made'-up of what. is known in 
China‘as the Hak-Kah people, or foreign- 
era, fromthe fact that they have entered 
the districts in. the southwest.of China, 
having cote, as is supposed, from the north 
and alill speaking s dialect quite unlike that 
used by the native population, The mem- 
bers of this company are from sections of 
the south-eastern portion: of the Canton 
province, theix’ homes far’ apart, but all 
speaking one dialect. The Company was 
organised in 1852. In 1865, their house 
in what was once known as Happy Valley, 
was destroyed ‘by ‘fire; after which . they 
purchased: a building ‘in Dupont street, 
between Washington and Jackson. They 
report five thousand eight hundred arrivals, 
two thousand fonr hundred departures, and 
one hundred deaths, 

In regard to the reports of-arrivals and 
departures, we may remark that we have 
seen one statement which makes the pum- 
bers larger, and another which makes them 
somewhat less, ‘These discrepancies may 
be accounted for by supposing that one set 
of figures’ contains only. the first arrivals 
aud departures, while another smbraces the 
names of all who arrive and return, though 
some of these havo. coma. and returned 
several times, There are but few China- 
men in California not connected with one 
of the aix companies. , 

From the statistics, just given, it appears 
that when tie departures and deaths’ are 
subtracted from the arrivals, we have sixty- 


‘two thousand eight hundred as the number 


of Chinese now in California. As to: the 
lists of deaths, however, ‘we are told that 
the nimbors here put down are probably 
far below what they would be, could acou- 
rate lists be made out, As it is, many die 
in various parts of ‘the country, aud the 
fact may never be reported to the company.
